Accused also suspect in New Orleans slayin 


Suspect arrested in murder of ma 


By Neil Fater 

Police have charged Rickey J. 
Alford, a former New Orleans resident, 
with murdering the Clinton man 
whose body was found near Andover’s 
Burtt Road last month. 

Andover Detective Jim Haggerty 
Said Mr. Alford killed Julio Suarez, a 
Clinton apartment-complex mainte- 
Nance man, by hitting him from behind 
with a baseball bat. 

Mr. Alford also is a prime suspect in 
a New Orleans murder, in Which 
another maintenance man was stabbed 
in the back, dumped in a Louisiana 
bayou, and ripped nearly beyond recog- 
nition by alligators, said Detective Hag- 
gerty. 

A plea of not guilty was entered for 
Mr. Alford, 30, at his arraignment in 
Clinton District Court March 17. Mr. 
Alford is being held without bail and 
has a conference date tomorrow, Fri- 
day. 


Julio B. Suarez, 56, was a mainte-

nance worker at a group of Clinton 
apartments where Mr. Alford stayed 
once he came from Louisiana around 
December of 1994, according to Detec- 
tive Haggerty. 

“Rickey Alford would help Julio 
Suarez out on occasion with work in the 
apartment,” said Detective Haggerty. 
“They had their problems 
yelling and screaming at each other,” 

But police believe this rickety rela- 
tionship broke down when Mr. Suarez 
caught Mr. Alford stealing money and 
threatened to turn him in, said Detec- 
tive Haggerty. 

Detective Haggerty said after this 
incident, Mr. Alford lured Mr. Suarez 
into an occupied apartment by pretend- 
ing there was a phone call for him. 

“Basically what happened is you 
had a couple of people sitting on a 
couch,” he said. “Rickey Alford got 
behind the victim, grabbed a bat that 
Was against a wall in the kitchen, came 
behind Mr. Suarez and proceeded to hit 


a history of 
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him over the back of the head.” 

Police say Mr. Alford then drove to 
Andover and left the body here at ran- 
dom. 

“It took us a long time to get to that 
point. We had our Suspicions from the 
very beginning,” said Detective Haggerty. 

Detective Haggerty and fellow 
Andover detectives Don Pattullo and 
David Grant, along with state trooper 
Barry Brodette, and Detective Francis 


Baird and Officer Tippy Martinez of 


Clinton, spent the last month inter- 
viewing and re-questioning those who 
had some connection to Mr. Suarez. 

Although police say they have since 
recovered evidence in the Clinton 
apartments, for the last month detec- 
tives had little to go on. 

“This case was solved solely with a lot 
of footwork and with talking with peo- 
ple,” said Detective Haggerty. “It was just 
a case of doing it the old fashioned Way.” 

Police finally got a breakthrough 
last Thursday when, after several

hours of questioning, the two eyewit- 
hesses to the murder confessed to what 
they had seen. Detective Haggerty said 
the two witnesses have not been 
charged with any offense, but “that is 
something that may very well change.” 

Police arrested Mr. Alford Thurs- 
day, March 16, exactly one month after 
workers out for a lunch-time stroll 
found the body of Mr. Suarez near 
Burtt Road in the southernmost sec- 
tion of Andover, 

“Initially he (Mr. Alford) denied it, 
and finally it got to the point where he 
confessed to being the one who did the 
killing,” said Detective Haggerty. 

According to police, Mr. Alford is 
also a suspect in a New Orleans mur- 
der where a man was stabbed in the 
back, and his body was wrapped up 
and thrown in a bayou.

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Revitalization

Four former mill buildings located along 


the Shawsheen River and near the center of 


town may soon get a second lease on life. 

During the last eight months, the Planning 
Board reviewed proposals for renovations and 
reconstruction at the former Marland Mills 
and Tyer Rubber plants, and in mill buildings 
at Dundee Park off Essex Street. 

Approved by planners last July, construc- 
tion began last fall at Marland Place, a 129-unit 
assisted living facility located in the Marland 
Mills buildings, formerly occupied by TCI 
Cablevision, on the west side of the Shawsheen 
River, 

Marland East, a project that enlarges clinic 
and office space for Suburban Healthcare at 1 
Stevens St., was approved by the board on Feb. 
28. Marland East is the site of the former 
DASA building, across the river from Marland 
Place. 

The two other proposed renovation projects, 
at the former Tyer Rubber plant and at a mill 
building in Dundee Park, currently are being 
reviewed by the board, 

Traffic concerns 

Traffic issues are a major concern accord- 
ing to Laura DeGroot, senior planner for the 
town. 

Planners and Robert McQuade, public 
works director, raised questions about the con- 
clusions drawn by an independent traffic- 
study team. During the March 14 public hear- 
ing on the Dundee Park project, they ques- 
tioned a statement in the report that “the pro- 
posed medical facility will have insignificant 
impact on the study area,” 

“I disagree with this traffic study,” said Ms. 
DeGroot. “I think it will impact this area.” 

She cited portions of the traffic study itself,

Hooks Johnston, Planning Board 
chairman, indicated that the town may 
need to consider upgrading the intersec- 
tion through a warrant article, or with 
an addition to the Capital Improvement 
Program.

A total of 
177 parking spaces are included in the 
parking lot plan. 

A 1988 traffic study, done for a near- 
ly identical site proposal at Tyer Rub- 
ber, reported that using the site for 
retail and offices would add about 1,500 
vehicles per day in the area. The study 
recommended installing a traffic signal 
at the intersection of Railroad and 
North Main streets. 

Planners will continue the public 
hearing on the Tyer Rubber site at 7:30 
p.m., Tuesday, March 28, at town offices.

“They’re 
very, very precious.” 

Native Americans being 
honored for good deeds or 
achievement receive a single 
eagle feather. Just last year, 
Ms. Dunning received her first 
eagle feather from the Salish 
tribe for her long-term efforts 
in the field of education. 

At a recent Andover sport- 
ing event, she saw many stu- 
dents Wearing feathers, with 
one student Wearing a dozen 
feathers or more. 

“It really diminishes What I 
did,” she said, 

She’s just as concerned 
about the image and stereo- 
types associated with the War- 
rior symbol. She reacted 
strongly to recent published 
comments referring to Indians 
as “drunken Redmen.” Alco- 
holism is a problem among 
young Native Americans, she 
conceded, but might be a 
result of a 100-year-old image 
of Indian warriors being 
forced on today’s young Native 
Americans, 

“Why are they drinking? 
They’ve been looking at the car- 
toons mocking the culture,” 
said Ms. Dunning. “The name

Andover Warriors honors that 
aspect of Native American cul- 
ture which is dead. To glorify 
Indians as only ferocious,

She said that what is most 
important is for each student 


to stand up for his or her 
beliefs, in this case, both for 
and against the Warriors logo, 
She knows of two AHS stu- 
dents who are Native Ameri- 
cans.

Included 
in discussion and decisions were the 
re-appointment of the town manager, 
proposed Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram cuts and the legality of the town 
bylaw governing the opening and clos- 
ing of the town meeting warrant. 

In just over 30 minutes, selectmen 
also voted to recommend approval of 12 
Street acceptances on the April Town 
Meeting warrant. Both the Planning 
Board and Department of Public Works 
recommended accepting as public 
ways the streets named in warrant 
articles 41 through 52.

Heritage Lane, was withdrawn by the 
petitioner, 


Buzz Stapczynski re-appointed 

In a 4-1 decision, selectmen voted to 
reappoint Buzz Stapcezynski as town 
manager for a five-year period, ending 
June 4, 2000.

Select- 
men accomplished little during this 
public meeting, heatedly disagreeing 
on various aspects of the contract 
review. 

The new contract sets the Fiscal 
Year '95 annual salary for the town 
manager at $85,950. Increases will be 
negotiated yearly based on an annual 
review. 


CIP reduction 
As requested by selectmen at their 
March 13 meeting, Mr. Stapezynski 


presented his recommendations for’. 


funding cuts to the Capital Improve- 
ment Plan. His proposals included: 

* Reducing the town department 
funding from $233,000 to $188,700. Fund- 
ing would be reduced for the Fire 
Department fire-voice alarm system, 
Memorial Hall Library and Senior Cen- 
ter automatic doors, roof replacement 
at West Fire Station and front-step and 
crosswalk repair at town offices, These 
projects would not be entirely cut, but 
scaled back; 

* Reducing the vehicle-replacement 
funding from $560,000 to $378,000. The 
four vehicles no longer recommended 
for purchase in FY96 include a brush 
truck pumper and rescue truck for the 
fire department, and a dump truck and 
pickup truck for public works and 
municipal maintenance departments; 

¢ Reducing the school department 
funding from $625,000 to $523,440. The 
School Committee will need to priori- 
tize its CIP projects, which presently 
include window, flooring, lab equip- 
ment, furnishings and tile replacement 
at town elementary and middle 
schools, and a repaving project at West 
Elementary School. 

Selectmen voted unanimously Mon-

Warrant procedures

Enrichment program 


possible for 


By Neil Fater 

The School Committee is moving for- 
ward with plans to run before- and 
after-school enrichment programs at 
each of Andover’s schools. But first a 
pilot program must prove the concept 
can fly. 

Several different organizations cur- 
rently run out-of-school programs. 
However, the School Committee 
believes parents, particularly working 
parents, want longer-running programs 
in their children’s own school, This will 
Save parents transporting children 
from one learning center to another, 

Last month, the school department 
sent out approximately 3,000 surveys 
asking elementary-school parents if 
they would use a before-school, after 
school, school-vacation or other enrich- 
ment program offered at their district's 
school, Of the 568 parents who respond: 
ed, 339 said they are interested in pay- 
ing a reasonable tuition for their chil- 
dren to participate in before- and after- 
school programs, said Denise Little- 
field, interim assistant superintendent . 

However, Ms. Littlefield recently 
sent a memo to Dick Neal, interim 


next year 


superintendent, saying unless a staff 


member can be designated to handle 
this effort, a pilot program at one of the 
schools may be the best way to start. 

At the School Committee’s last meet- 
ing, Mary Lyman said officials should 
put the program in a school where par- 
ents have the most desire, thus decreas- 
ing the chances the pilot will fail. 

Ms. Littlefield suggested creating a 
before-school program running from 7 
a.m. to 8:15 a.m., and a two-hour after- 
school program beginning at 3:30 p.m. 
Under this option, two staff members 
would handle a class of 20 students. The 
cost would be $6 per day for before 
school and $10 per day for after schgol. 

Ms. Littlefield estimated the before- 
school program would cost approxi- 
mately $450 per week to run, while it 
would raise $600 per week in tuition. 
She estimated the after-school program 
will cost the schools approximately $750 
per week to run, while parents will be 
paying $1,000 per week in tuition. 

However, questions still remain over 
how much the schools will pay for cus- 
todians, additional personnel or insur- 
ance,

The new voting system will go into 
effect for the first time at the town 
election Monday, March 27.

There is a 
voting booth for people in 
wheelchairs.

New tape counting system 

The eight new ballot boxes — one for 
each precinct - use a counting system 
that continually keeps track of votes 
for each candidate, The counting 
occurs inside the box so an official at 
the box can’t see how a person votes. 
At the beginning of election day, the 
precinct warden, who is an election 
official, will run the paper tape for his 
or her ballot box to certify that no 
votes have been cast already and that 
the ballot box is empty. 

The Andover wardens are Carole 
McCarthy, precinct one; Sharon 
Slavin, precinct two; Joseph Bernard, 
precinct three; Joan A. Dow, precinct 
four; Robert C. Hughes, precinct five; 


George R. Harris, precinct six; Albert

At the close of polls, at 8 p.m., the 
warden will run the tape again; it will 
list names and number of votes for 
each of the candidates. This tape is |” 
unofficial because “write-ins” will not 
have been tallied yet. Eight tapes, one 
for each precinct, will be posted at the 
town clerk’s office minutes after the 
polls close. Next, there will be a com- 
bined tally; again it is an unofficial 
count. After this, election officials will 
count “write-ins” and post an official 
total, said Ms. Hanson. Absentee bal- 
lots will be fed into the machines by 
officials during election day. 


Two vie for one open seat on the Housing Authority

Mark Courtney and Jason Fox are 
running for the Andover Housing 
Authority seat currently held by John 
Hess, who decided not to seek re-elec- 
tion. But for opponents, they have 
quite a lot in common. 

Both have lived in town for a consid- 
erable time. Mr. Courtney, of 72 Chest- 
nut St., his wife, Karen, and their two 
children have lived in Andover for 12 
years. His opposition, Mr. Fox, of 50 
Walnut St., has been a resident for his 
entire 23 years. 

Education plays a major role in 
their lives. Mr. Fox is currently a first- 
year student at Suffolk University Law 
School. He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts at Amherst, and 


before that from Andover High School. 
Mr. Courtney, 38, teaches nursing at 
Endicott College. 

They both support the notion of ser- 
vice to one’s town, 

“T believe in community service,” 
said Mr. Courtney. “I believe everyone 
should give something back and not 
just take,” 

At last week’s League of Women 
Voters candidates forum, Mr. Fox said 
he volunteered in High School and is 
committed to serving his town. Recent- 
ly, he helped coach gymnastics at the 
High School. 

Both bring their background and 
education to bear on housing issues. 

“T am a first-year law student and I’ll 
be an attorney by the time my five 


years are up, and that will be helpful. 
It’s good to have someone with legal 
ability on the committee,” said Mr. 
Fox, 

He said he understands housing 
issues first hand — as the youngest of 
nine children in his family, and as a 
resident assistant in his dormitory at 
UMass. 

Mr. Courtney said his master’s 
degree in public administration affords 
him management experience that will 
be valuable in dealing with housing 
issues. 


Safety, fiscal, communication issues 

Mr. Fox said he is worried about 
safety issues in Housing Authority- 
controlled environs. He would like to 


improve roads and lighting in the pub- 
lic housing areas. 

“Many people don’t feel safe with 
the addition of rehabilitated tenants 
into their facilities,” said Mr. Court- 
ney. 

He said he would work to ensure the 
safety of seniors within the residences. 

Fiscal issues concern Mr, Courtney. 
He said it is important to protect the 
town’s investment in the Andover = 
Housing Authority residences and to 
retain neighborhood property values. 

Mr. Fox considers the most impor- 
tant issue to address is establishing 
lines of communication between the 
Department of Community Service and 
social service personnel, and residents 
of the Housing Authority units.

$100,000 in Support might entirely 


kill the youth-center project. 


Use the charts Wisely and in con- 
junction with other candidate infor- 
mation. Above all, vote. We wish the 
election were Tuesday instead of 
Monday because we know people 
expect to vote on Tuesdays since 

| national elections are held Tuesdays. 
Don’t say you thought the election 


was Tuesday; it’s Monday.

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Seeking support for 
‘death with dignity’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

I think it is high time that 
individuals who are terminal 
and suffering from prolonged ill- 
ness should be able legally to be 
given a prescription for use in 
ending their lives. Legislation 
permitting this has been intro- 
duced in the Mass. Legislature. It 
is H8713 “An Act Relative to 
Death with Dignity.” Hearings 
will be held April 6 at 1 p.m, in 
Room 113 (in the Statehouse) by 
the Joint Committee on the Judi- 
ciary. 

The provisions of the bill are 
Similar to those adopted by the 
voters in Oregon, in a referen- 
dum last November. They are as 
follows: 

1. An adult who is a resident 
of Massachusetts and who the 


attending physician determines 
to be terminally ill and capable 
of making an informed and vol- 
untary request may be given 
such a prescription; 

2. A second physician must 
confirm the attending physi- 
cian’s findings; 

3. If either physician believes 
the patient has a psychiatric or 
psychological disorder — includ- 
ing depression, which causes 
impaired judgment — the patient 
must be referred for counseling; 

4. The patient’s request must 
be informed by knowledge con- 
cerning diagnosis, prognosis, 
available treatments and their 
potential risks, possible and 
probable results and alterna- 
tives, and availability of comfort 
care and hospice; 

5. One written and two oral 
requests are required. The first 
oral request must be at least 15

Clearing the 
woods was 


his occupation

When his father bought the land in the 
1920s, it was a plowed field. In fact, before he 
moved out to it, he always called it “the 
farm.” It could not have been entirely 
plowed, however, because even when I knew 
it there was an ancient apple tree on top of | 
the hill, (we always said it had been planted | 
by Johnny Appleseed), and the graying hulk 
of a giant chestnut tree that had been killed | 
by the blight. The land was a huge mound in ' 
rural Ohio left by a receding glacier millen- 
niums earlier, Sometimes when we turned 
over a rock or split one open we found fossils

of shells in them. 


His father wanted an orchard, so he, his | 
brother and his father planted apple and 
pear trees around the hill, They used a 20- 
foot chain and planted a tree at the end of 
each length, alternating apples and pears, 
Dig a hole, plant a tree, back fill the dirt and 
pour in some water - then measure to the 


next hole. 


A stream (Renkert’s Ditch) had carved a 
valley through the mound. | suppose they 
brought the water from the stream. He told 
me that they had sunk a well in the peaty bog 
near the stream. His father drove the well 
with a sledge hammer, pounding a few feet of 
pipe ~ threaded together - at a time. The 
held a plank across the pipe while the father 
Swung at it. Needless to say, the well was 


long gone by the time I saw the place, 


His father thought about building at the 
top of the hill with a commanding view of 
the valley, but he eventually built a house 
elsewhere. As a result, the land lay fallow 
and the farmland gradually began to turn 
back into forest. He bought the land from his 
father in the ’40s. In the ’50s he built a house 
on the land and moved into it. Designed to be 
energy efficient at a time before it became 
fashionable, the south and West walls of the 
house were all glass. In the summer, 
wide eaves kept the sun out. In Decem 
the setting sun hit the far wall of the living 
room. Although the house was Not on top of 
the hill, the glass walls still provided a mag- 
nificent view of the lake across the valley, | 

Most of the orchard was gone by then, 
being replaced by maple, oak, wild cherry 
and sassafras. The cherries frew up fastest 
and threatened the view. They were also 
infested with gypsy moths, which were ugly, 
so he cut them down when he had the time 
and burned the logs in the fireplace. When 
you cut a tree, there are a lot of branches too 
small to keep. It is easiest to burn the brush 
off in place. He developed burning places in 
the woods to consume the brush. He could 
not burn wherever he cut a tree, and it was 
too much trouble to drag all the brush to one 
place, so there were half a dozen places to

Rec Park plan is flawed 


Editor, Townsman: 

I support a teen center. I also 
endorse a plan that addresses the great- 
est number of needs for the greatest 
number of teens. Needs such as safety 
and accessibility. The proposed “Field 
of Dreams” center in Rec Park is, 
unfortunately for the teens who have 
worked so hard to make it a reality, 
compromised by major, crippling 
flaws. 

It is not accessible to the majority of 
teens who would use it because it is so 
isolated from the center of town and 
away from the schools. Public trans- 
portation would not be available to 
transport teens in the evenings when 
many activities would be conducted. 

There is no safe way to get there by 
bike or foot because there are no side- 
walks, and lighting is inadequate in 
this section of curves and banks where 


auto accidents are the rule rather than 
the exception. 

Creating this “Field of Dreams” can 
only happen by destroying an earlier 
dream — the one that created the park 
50 years ago when Harold Rafton saw 
our natural landscape giving way to 
construction. He orchestrated creation 
of the park for the enjoyment of all for 
all time. The only way it could be con- 
verted into the “Field of Dreams” 
would be through state legislative 
action, which would convert its desig- 
nated use from recreation to education, 
and which opens the door for construc- 
tion and change beyond anything cur- 
rently being explored. Bottom line: 
Once park land and 100-year-old trees 
are gone, they are gone forever, depriv- 
ing the town at large of the last 
unspoiled recreation land we own. 

However, there is another option, 
one that was begun nearly 10 years ago. 

This option utilizes enabling fea- 
tures that the Rec Park site could rret 
offer. The proposed site is currently 
approved for both recreation and edu- 
cation with no changes needed. It is

burn. He would drag the brush to the 
nearest burning place and pile it up. If 
there was only a little, he would collect 
it until he had enough to make burning 
worthwhile, because it burns up faster 
than you can pile it up. Walking 
through the woods, you could see piles 
of brush laid up for a time when the 
weather was right and the quantity suf: 
ficient. 

Clearing the woods was not his job, 
it was only his hobby. When he retired, 
he moved outdoors and made it his 
occupation, The trees grew faster than 
he could cut them, and gradually the 
view diminished in the summer. Once 
we could see fireworks from the hill- 
side in two or three places on the 4th of 
July. Eventually we had to go up on the 
flat roof of the house to see any. 

He spent much of his day in the 
woods. There was always a branch that 
had broken and needed to be cut down, 
then cut up. A few old apple trees pro- 
vided dying branches that had to be 
pruned. The trees were not so large that 
they killed off the growth below, so the 
brush grew up. To keep the trails in the 
woods free, he had to cut brush all of the 
time. This provided more fuel for the 
burning places. He could not burn in 
summer, so the piles grew up — waiting 
for the fall and winter — until they were 
over your head. In late fall there would 
be big fires and we would roast hotdogs 
as the brush burned. 

The burning places remained in the 
same places they had always been, One 
over by the road, one just below the 
driveway, one where the path turned 
to the stream, and the main one at the 
bottom of the hill below the house. He 
lined the burning places with the 
trunks of trees, to contain the ashes 


In summer he was invis- 
ible. If you heard him at 
all, he was imitating a 
cicada in the forest. 


and prevent stray sparks from spread- 
ing to the woods. The main burning 
place had seen so much use that the 
tree trunks were two feet high and the 
ashes were again nearly spilling out. 

He hated to cut healthy hardwoods — 
he respected the trees that much — but 
when they were crowded, or were dam- 
aged from the snow, or sometimes if 
they blocked the view, then they were 
cut. There was enough wood that he 
was able to have a fire in his fireplace 
every night in the winter. He fed a wood 
stove in the basement as well for a num- 
ber of years. A cord, a cord-and-a-half, 
two cords of wood would be consumed 
every winter. But there were still wood- 
piles everywhere in the forest. 

One problem he needed to solve was 
that the floor of the forest was well 
below the house — 80 to 100 feet below 
the house. Moving thousands of 
pounds of wood up 100 feet was a chore 
for a retired man. In his spare time, he 
dug a path into the hillside, with a 
number of switchbacks in it to relieve 
the grade. The switchback allowed him 
to move wood in a wheelbarrow, to get 
it to where it was convenient to the 
house. There it was stacked in square 
ricks four or five feet high. He did not 
like to bring bugs into the house, so he 
carefully peeled the bark off of each log 
before he stacked it, to weather, clean 
and dry until it was needed. 

In summer he was invisible. If you 
heard him at all, he was imitating a 


cicada in the forest. In the winter, you 
could watch him among the trees at the 
basement of the hill. Moving back and 
forth, a black shadow like the tree 
trunks, against the snow. Pull up a 
shock of branches and drag it toward a 
burning place. Throw an armful of 
sticks on the fire — a slash of yellow, 
incongruous among the black trees and 
white landscape —- and watch the 
sparks fly up through the trees. As he 
moved about, he would cross in and 
out through the stripes of the tree 
trunks in the woods. Occasionally he 
would merge with a tree, only to reap- 
pear on the other side. 

This winter he was at it as always — 
piling up brush at the burning places 
for a time when there was enough to 
burn; dragging branches brought down 
by fall storms and winter ice. In fact, he 
had an arm load of brush and was 
headed for the main burning place 
when he ran out of time. He had an 
appointment he could not miss, so the 
brush would have to wait. He set it 
down along the switchback, laid by for 
a later time, after his appointment, 
when there was enough brush to burn. 

As he came up the hill, he paused to 
pick up an armload of wood to bring 
into the house. He brought the kindling 
up from the basement, carefully cleaned 
the ashes out of the fireplace, laid a fire, 
and crossed that task off of a list. He 
kept lists of things, so he would remem- 
ber what needed to be done. Sometimes 
he would be working on four or five 
lists at a time, methodically taking on a 
task and crossing it off the list. 

He did not have a fire that night. It 
was not that cold and he was preoccu- 
pied. He had an appointment the next 
day. He was putting off the tasks until 
after his appointment. 


The next day he went into the hospi- 
tal and had the operation. As they say 
in the textbooks, the operation was a 
success, but the patient died. The 
machine had just worn out from tasks 
done and pending. 

The lists were still stacked in their 
customary place when I got there. 
Clean the furnace filters. Check the 
water softener. Vacuum the coils_on 
the refrigerator and freezer. I cleaned 
the filters and crossed them off the list. 
There were too many other things to do 
to get back to the list. My last night 
there, I burned the fire he had laid. 

I got back there again last week, six 
weeks later. To my surprise, and non- 
surprise, nothing had changed and 
everything had changed. The lists were 
still in place — unattended to. Life was 
going on and I did what I could to 
assist. There were still too many things 
to do to attend to the list. 

I laid a new fire, using up the last of 
the logs he had brought inside. The day 
before I left, as darkness fell, I took a 
walk in the woods. Down the hill to the 
stream, around the base of the hill to 
the main burning place. The ashes are 
cold and sinking in the weather. There 
is a modest pile of brush here, as there 
is at the other burning place I passed. I 
walked up the hill along the switch- 
back, which my mother still uses for 
exercise. On the rise to the first turn I 
came upon the armload of brush he 
had left. I picked it up and dragged it 
down to the pile by the main burning 
place. When he gets back, he’ll take 
care of it.

near town center. It is accessible 
t® public transportation. And it 
utilizes concepts which were 
originally experimental but 
which have been tested and 
found to be workable, acceptable 
and successful. 

Bill Fahey, (youth services 
coordinator), has said the Youth 
Council teens have been and con- 
tinue to be open to compromise. 
He has also said, in discussion 
about why other options have 
been dismissed, that the accessi- 
bility of sports activities such as 
basketball were important con- 
siderations. 

This site offers independence 
of a central structure while shar- 
ing existing, adjacent facilities 
which would not be utilized dur- 
ing those times when they would 
be needed by teens. Teen 
spokespersons for the Youth 
Council have often said they 
djdn’t want to be near any 
Schools since they are there all 
day. Such a stand, if inflexible, 
does not support the position 
that the students are open to 
compromise. 

The missing option currently 
exists as a total package with 
complete architectural drawings 
in our town archives. Former 
Town Manager Ken Mahony 
brought them into Andover from 
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Lawrence, Kan., where the pro- 
gram was implemented after 
being developed cooperatively 
with the University of Kansas. 

This option would utilize the 
land abutting the parking area to 
the south of Doherty School. It 
used to be the site of the Stowe 
School, and is currently an 
undersize soccer field. That loca- 
tion would offer parking, public 
transportation, a safe and conve- 
nient walk from town center, 
Sewerage, which is not accessi- 
ble to Rec Park, cooking and din- 
ing facilities already in place and 
owned by the town, and both 
indoor and outdoor existing 
sports facilities, 

We want to accommodate and 
cooperate with our teens, We 
also want to do so safely while 
using an approach that makes 
economic sense. So much of our 
school space is not utilized 
evenings and weekends, It makes 
financial sense to expand its pro- 
ductivity rather than duplicate 
such expensive facilities for non- 
competing use,

AS a university student 
who just returned home a 
few hours ago for spring 
break, I cannot express how 
impressed and excited I am 
by the March 16 edition of 
your paper. I was particular- 
ly interested in two items: 
the article about Andover 
High School students inter- 
viewing School Committee 
candidates, and a letter by an 
AHS student decrying the 
homophobia in the Andover 
public schools, 

Both articles point to a 
problem that is badly in need 
of exposure. As the situation 
stands now (and stood when I 
was an AHS student), gay, 
lesbian and bisexual stu- 
dents are being denied a safe 
and accepting environment 
in which to learn and live.

Maintenance iS not an 
educational responsibility 
Editor, Townsman: 

I am extremely concerned with the 
direction some town officials are tak- 
ing regarding the maintenance of our 
school facilities. In response to a recent 
Townsman question, one selectman 
running for re-election stated one of his 
fresh ideas is to “Give the schools back 
all their maintenance.” School admin- 


istrators must be able to request and 
receive emergency safety-related main- 
tenance. School building maintenance 
costs should be paid by the school oper- 
ating budget; however, the school 
department should not be responsible 
for the administration of building 
maintenance. 

In order for our School Committee 
and school administrators to focus on 
education and curriculum issues, they 
must not be distracted with building 
maintenance concerns, 

Some have suggested separating the 
existing maintenance department into 
school and town divisions. This is a 
costly option which duplicates person- 
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nel, equipment, training and material 
inventory. 

One town maintenance department 
should be responsible for all municipal 
buildings and property. This depast- 
ment should have the authority and 
manpower to perform both reactive 
emergency maintenance and pro-active 
preventative maintenance tasks. The 
maintenance department must work | 
within the budget established by the | 
school department and school commit: | 
tee, provide an accurate accounting of 
the maintenance performed, and keep 
the school department informed of any 
maintenance issues that might cause’a

d. All premises shall have their legal street numbers clearly visible from the street as per existing Town by-laws, 
prior to connection of the alarm systems to Central Dispatch console 

(2) Alarm system installation 

a. Any current or future alarm user may contract with an alarm company of their choice for the purchase, lease, 
installation and servicing of an alarm system on their premises 

b. No alarm system shall be connected to the Central Dispatch Console without prior written approval of the Chief 

1, This approval shall include municipal connection, direct wire and dial up devices 

Cc, The only types of systems which will be allowed to connect to the Central Dispatch Console will be systems 
which utilize telephone dialer transmitters or connection via Municipal Fire Alarm circuit, or such other type deemed 
compatible with the Central Dispatch console. 

1, Existing telephone dialers using voice-type tape recorders are allowed. Such alarm systems are to use the spe- 
cial alarm telephone number set up for this purpose. No alarm equipment shall utilize the Primary reporting numbers 
for the Andover Public Safety Center. 

d, Actual connection to the Central Dispatch console will be made by the Town's designated Alarm Contractor or 
Fire Alarm Division Personnel. Alarm users will be required to pay the Alarm Contractor for this service as set forth in 
a contract by the Contractor and the Alarm user, 

e, The supplier will contact the Town's designated alarm contractor ten (10) days in advance of connection to the 
Town Central Dispatch Console. 

f. The Town accepts no liability whatsoever for conditions which prevent proper reception from the user's premises 

(3) Telephone lines will be ordered by the Town designated alarm contractor, 

(h) Operational requirements if connected to an outside audible or visual alarm: 

1, The length of time for outside alarm activation shall not exceed fifteen (15) minutes. 

2. All alarm systems which use an audible bell, horn or siren shall be equipped with an automatic shut-off device, 
which will deactivate the alarm system within the specified time in paragraph (1) of this section. All alarm users with 
an audible bell, horn or siren must comply with this section within ninety (90) days of the effective date of this by-law. 

(i) Fines and cancellation of service: 

1, The following shall not count as false alarms: 

a. Town power failure, 

b. Telephone company repair, 

c, Results of a major storm, 

d, Thirty-day new installation, 

@, Break activation, fire or smoke activation, 

2. All alarm users must notify the Police Department in advance of any testing of equipment. Failure to notify the 
Police Department in advance of testing equipment shall constitute a false alarm, and be subject to the assessment 
schedule contained herein. 

3. If an automatic protection device is activated with exception of the above paragraph (1), the owner shall be 
allowed up to three (3) false alarms per year. After the third false alarm, the owner will be charged fifteen dollars 
($15.00) for each additional alarm up to a total of six (6). After the sixth false alarm, each succeeding false alarm shall 
be charged at a rate of fifty dollars ($50.00). The person(s) responsible for the alarm shall be billed on a quarterly 
basis and notified that if the cumulative number of false alarms May Suspend response to any further alarms until the 
Situation has been corrected, or at the discretion of the alarm owner each successive false alarm after the notification 
of disconnect will be assessed at seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per false alarm. Written notification must be provided 
to the Police Department within 24 hours of the receipt of the Notice of Disconnect in order to avoid the suspension of 
response to further alarms and to accept the additional fee for each successive alarm until the situation can be recti- 
fied by the alarm user. Notice of Disconnect will be served in hand or by certified mail. Once the alarm problem has 
been repaired and documentation of such repair has been provided to the Police Department and payment has been 
received for the false alarms responded to, then the department will resume response to alarms received. Billing for 
false alarms will be done ona quarterly basis and accumulated false alarms done on a yearly basis from July 1 
through June 30 of each year, Persons with Outstanding balances on alarm fees after 90 days of being billed will be 
subject to a twenty-five dollar ($25.00) processing fee as well as notification of disconnect until the balance is paid in

ARTICLE 70. 

BALLARDVALE HISTORIC DISTRICT BY-LAW 

SECTION 1. TITLE 

This By-law shall be known and may be cited as the Ballardvale Historic District By-law and is adopted pursuant to 
Chapter 40C of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as amended, 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this By-law is to promote the educational, cultural, economic, and general welfare of the public 
through the preservation and protection of distinctive historical buildings and places in the Ballardvale area of the 
Town of Andover through the maintenance and improvement of such buildings and places and the encouragement of 
appropriate and compatible design in this area. 

SECTION 3. HISTORIC DISTRICT \ 
There is hereby established under the provision of Chapter 40C of the General Laws an historic district to be 
known as the Ballardvale Historic District, which District shall be bounded as shown on the Map, entitled “Ballardvale 

Historic District, 1994", attached and made part of this By-law. 

SECTION 4. DEFINITIONS 

ALTERED - Includes the words "rebuilt", "reconstructed", "restored", "removed" and "demolished" and the phrase 
“changed in exterior color". 

BUILDING - A combination of materials forming a shelter for persons, animals, or property. 

COMMISSION - The Ballardvale Historic District Commission. 

CONSTRUCTED - Includes the words "built", “erected’, "installed", "enlarged", and “moved’, 

DAYS - For the purposes of this By-law, "days" shall mean calendar days, 

DISTRICT - Ballardvale Historic District. 

EXTERIOR ARCHITECTURAL FEATURE - A portion of the exterior of a building or structure as is open to view 
from a public street, public way, public park, or public body of water; including but not limited to the architectural style 
and general arrangements and setting thereof, the kind of color and texture of exterior building materials, the color of 
paint or other materials applied to exterior surfaces and the type and style of windows, doors, lights, signs, and other 
appurtenant exterior fixtures, 

PERSONS AGGRIEVED - The applicant, an owner of adjoining property, an owner of property within the same 
historic district as property within one hundred feet of said property lines and any charitable corporation in which one 
of its purposes is the preservation of historic structures or districts, 

STRUCTURE - A combination of materials other than a building including a sign, fence, wall, terrace, walk or 
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driveway 

TOWN - Town of Andover 

SECTION 5. BALLARDVALE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 

There is hereby established under Chapter 40C of the General Laws, an Historic District Commission consisting of 
Seven members and two alternate members, all residents of the Town of Andover appointed by the Town Manager and 
approved by the Board of Selectmen, including one member, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the 
Andover Historical Commission, one member, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the Andover Historical 
Society, one member, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the Greater Lawrence Board of Realtors, one 
member, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the Massachusetts State Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects, one member, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the Andover Planning Board, one mem- 
ber, where possible, from two nominees submitted by the Ballardvale business community, and one member who is 
both a resident and owner of property in the Ballardvale Historic District. 

The Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen shall submit written requests for nominations to the organizations 

“named herein. If no nomination has been made within thirty days of submitting a request, the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen may proceed without waiting for the requested nomination 

When the commission is first established, three members shall be appointed for three-year terms, and two mem- 
bers and one alternate member shall be appointed for two-year terms, and two members and one alternate member 
shall be appointed for one-year terms. Successors shall be appointed for a term of three years. Vacancies shall be 
filled within sixty days by the Town Manager by appointment with approval by the Board of Selectmen for the unex- 
pired term. 

In the case of absence, inability to act, or unwillingness to act because of self-interest by a member, the chairper- 
Son may designate an alternate member of the Commission to act for a specified time. If any member is absent from 
three consecutive Commission meetings, the chairperson may appoint an alternate member as a replacement to 
serve for the remainder of that member's term, whereupon the Town Manager shall appoint and the Board of Select- 
men approve a new alternate member. Each member and alternate member shall continue in office until his or her 
successor is duly appointed. All members and alternate members shall serve without compensation 

The Commission shall elect annually a chairperson, a vice chairperson, and a secretary from its own number. 
Meetings of the Commission shall be held only if attended by a quorum of at least five members, including alternate 
members designated to act as members, If the chairperson is absent from a meeting, the vice chairperson shall act 
as chairperson. Decisions of the Commission at a meeting require a majority vote of the members, including designat- 
ed alternates, who are present at the meeting 

SECTION 6, POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSION 

A. The Commission shall have all of the powers and duties of historic district commissions as provided by Chapter 
40C of the General Laws, and by subsequent amendments thereto, unless specifically limited by this By-law. The 
Commission may adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of Chapter 40C. The Commission 
may, Subject to appropriation, employ clerical and technical assistants or consultants and incur other expenses appro- 
priate to the carrying on of its work and may accept money gifts and expend the same for such Purposes when 
reviewed by Town Counsel and approved by the Board of Selectmen The Commission may administer on behalf of 
the Town any properties or easements, restrictions or other interests in real property which the Town may have or may 
accept as gifts or otherwise and which the Town may designate the Commission as the administrator thereot 

B, The Commission shall have jurisdiction over the review of new construction, reconstruction, alterations, reloca- 
tion, and demolition of all exterior architectural features of buildings and structures within the Ballardvale Historic Dis- 
trict, except as limited by this By-law. 

C. In passing upon matters before it, the Commission shall consider, among other things, the historical and archi- 
tectural value and significance of the site, building, or structure, the general design arrangement of the features 
involved and the relation of such features to similar features of buildings and structures in the surrounding area. In the 
case of new construction or additions to existing buildings or structures, the Commission shall consider the appropri- 
ateness of the size and shape of the building or structure both in relation to the land area upon which the building or 
Structure is situated and to buildings and structures in the vicinity, and the Commission may, in appropriate cases, 
impose dimensional and set-back requirements in addition to those required by any applicable Town By-law. 

SECTION 7. LIMITATIONS AND EXEMPTIONS 

A. The Commission shall not act to prevent or unnecessarily delay new construction, reconstruction, or alterations 
except for the purpose of preventing developments incongruous to historical considerations and architectural features 
of value, viewed in relation to the surrounding area. 

B. The following are exempt from review or control by the Commission. 

1, Ordinary maintenance and repair, as defined by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building Code 780 
CMR. ° 

2. Landscaping with plants, trees or shrubs 

3. Terraces, walks, sidewalks, driveways, and other similar structures provided that the structure is at grade level 
However, parking lots or parking areas require Commission review, and must be in compliance with the provisions of 
Section VI, Subsection A of the Town of Andover Zoning By-law 

4. Storm doors and windows, screens, window air conditioners, residential light fixtures, and conventional anten- 
nae no larger than six feet in any dimension. However, dish antennae and solar collectors require commission review. 

5. The color of paint. 

6. The colors of materials used on roots 

7, Temporary signs or structures to be in use for not more than ninety days, However, temporary signs shall fur- 
ther comply with the requirements of Article Vill, Section VI, Subsection B, Paragraph 2f of the Town of Andover Zon- 
ing By-law, as amended from time to time, Temporary structures shall further comply with the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts State Building Code 780 CMR. 

8. Signs used for residential occupation or professional purposes, of not more than two square feet in area, provid- 
ed that a) no more than one sign is displayed on or near any one building or structure, b) the sign consists of lettering 
painted on wood without a symbol or trademark, and c) all signs must comply with all applicable requirements of Sec- 
tion VI, Subsection B of the Town of Andover Zoning By-law, In addition, signs for commercial and institutional pur- 
poses require Commission Review. 

9, Reconstruction substantially similar in exterior design of a building, structure, or exterior architectural 
feature damaged or destroyed by fire, storm, or other calamity, provided such reconstruction is begun within one year 
thereafter and is carried forward with due diligence. Reconstruction must also meet all applicable requirements of the 
Town of Andover Zoning By-law. 

SECTION 8, PROCEDURES 

A. Except as this By-law provides in Section 7, no building or structure within the Historic District shall be con- 
Structed or altered in any way that affects exterior architectural features unless the Commission shall first have issued 
a Certificate of Appropriateness, a Certificate of Non-Applicability, or a Certificate of Hardship with respect to such 
Construction or alteration. In addition, the demolition of any building or structure must comply with the requirements of 
Article XII, Section 33 of the General By-laws of the Town of Andover. In the event of any conflict with the provisions 
of Article XII, Section 33 of the General By-laws, this By-law shall prevail. 

B. Applications for certificates shall be made with the Inspector of Buildings. Copies of applications shall be for- 
warded to the Historic District Commission. Applications shall be in a form specified by the Commission that ade- 
quately describe the proposed work, This may include plans and elevations, drawn to scale, detailed enough to show 
the architectural design of the structure and its relation to the existing building. Plot and site plans should be filed 

when an application is made for improvements involving applicable landscape features such as walls and fences. In 
the case of demolition or removal, the Inspector of Buildings shall forward one copy of the demolition permit applica- 
tion to the Commission. 

C. Within fourteen days of the filing of an application for any certificate, the Commission shall be required to deter- 
mine whether the application involves any exterior architectural features which are within the jurisdiction of this By-law. 

D. If the application requires the Commission's review or at the request of the applicant, the Commission shall hold 
a public hearing (a hearing may be waived according to the provisions of Chapter 40C of the General Laws as amend- 
ed). The Commission shall fix a reasonable time for the hearing on any application, The Inspector of Buildings shall 
give public notice of the time, place and purposes thereof at least fourteen days before said hearing in such manner 
as may be determined. A copy of said notice shall be mailed, postage prepaid, to the applicant, to the owners of all 
adjoining property and other property deemed by the Commission to be materially affected thereby as they appear on 
the most recent real estate tax list of the Board of Assessors, to the Town Planning Board, and to such other persons 
as the Commission shall deem entitled to notice. 

E. The Commission shall decide upon the determination of any application within sixty days of its filing or within 
such further time as the applicant may choose to allow in writing, 

F. A Certificate of Appropriateness shall be issued to the applicant if the Commission determines that the proposed 
construction or alteration will be appropriate for or compatible with the preservation or protection of the Historic Dis- 
trict. In the case of a disapproval of an application for a Certificate of Appropriateness, the Commission shall place 
upon its records the reason for such a determination and shall forthwith cause a notice of its determinations, accompa- 
nied by a copy of the reasons therefore as set forth in the records of the Commission, to be issued to the applicant, 
and the Commission may make recommendations to the applicant with respect to the appropriateness of the design. 

.Prior to the issuance of any disapproval, the Commission may notify the applicant of its proposed action, accompanied 
by recommendations of changes in the applicant's proposal which, if made, would make the application acceptable to 


the Commission. If within fourteen days of the receipt of such notice, the applicant files a written modification of the 
application in conformity with the recommended changes of the Commission, the Commission shall issue a Certificate 
of Appropriateness to the applicant. 

G. Only upon request will the Commission issue a Certificate of Non-Applicability to any applicant whose applica- 
tion does not require Commission approval. 

H. If an application is deemed inappropriate, or if application is made for a Certificate of Hardship, the Commission 
may issue a Certificate of Hardship, if conditions especially affecting the building or structure involved, but not affect- 
ing the Historic District generally, would make failure to approve an application involve a substantial hardship, financial 
or otherwise, to the applicant and approval would not involve substantial detriment to the public welfare. A Certificate 
of Hardship shall also be issued in the event the Commission does not make a determination of an application within 
the time specified in Section 8E of this By-law. 

|, Each certificate shall be dated and signed, and the Commission shall keep a permanent record of its determina- 
tion and of the vote of each member Participating therein, and shall file a copy of notice of certificates and determina- 
tions of disapproval with the Town Clerk and the Inspector of Buildings. 

J. Any person aggrieved by a determination of the Commission may, within twenty days after filing of the notice of 
determination with the Town Clerk, file a written request with the Commission for a review by a person or persons of 
competence and experience in such matters, designated by the Merrimack Valley Planning Commission 

The finding of the person or persons making such review shall be filed in triplicate with the Town Clerk, the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings, and the Historic District Commission within forty-five days after the request, and shall be binding on 
the applicant and the Commission, unless a further appeal is sought as provided in Section 8(K) 

K. Any person aggrieved by a determination of the Commission, or by a finding by the person or persons making a 
review, may within twenty days after filing of the notice of such determination or such finding with the Town Clerk, 
appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity for Essex County. The Court shall hear all pertinent evidence and shall 
annul the determination of the Commission if it finds the decision of the Commission to be unsupported by the evi- 
dence or to exceed the authority of the Commission, or may remand the case for further action by the Commission or 
make such other decree as justice and equity may require. The remedy provided by this Section shall be exclusive 
but the parties shall have all rights of appeal and exception as in other equity cases 

Costs shall not be allowed against the Commission unless it shall appear to the Court that the Commission acted 
with gross negligence, in bad faith or with malice in the matter from which the appeal was taken. Costs shall not be 
allowed against the party appealing from such a determination of the Commission unless it shall appear to the Court 
that such party acted in bad faith or with malice in making the appeal to the Court 

L. The Superior Court sitting in equity for Essex County shall have jurisdiction to enforce the provisions of this By- 
law and the determinations, rulings and regulations pursuant thereto and may, upon the petition of the Commission or 
the Board of Selectmen, restrain by injunction violations thereof; and, without limitation, such Court may order the 
removal of any building, structure or exterior architectural feature constructed, altered or demolished in violation there- 
of, and may issue such other orders for relief as May be equitable 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this By-law shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) for each offense. Each day during any portion of which a violation continues to exist shall constitute 
a separate offense. 

SECTION 9 

The Town of Andover shall be subject to the provisions of this By-law notwithstanding any Town By-law to the con- 
trary. 

SECTION 10 

This By-law may be amended from time to time by a two-thirds vote of the Town Meeting, subject to the proce- 
dures as set forth in Chapter 40C, Section 3 of the General Laws. The Board of Selectmen may set reasonable fees 
for the administration of this By-law based on the recommendations of the Historic District Commission 

SECTION 11 

In case any section, paragraph or part of this By-law be for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of last resort, every other section, Paragraph, or part shall continue in full force and etfect Except to the extent 
specifically provided in this By-law, the definition of terms and the powers and rules of conduct of the Commission 
shall be as set forth in Chapter 40C of the General Laws 

SECTION 12. EFFECTIVE DATE 

Following Town Meeting approval, this By-law takes effect immediately when the following conditions have been 
met: a) approval by the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; b) filing of a map of the boundaries 
of the Historic District with the Andover Town Clerk, the Andover Inspector of Buildings, and the Registry of Deeds for 
Essex County. 

ARTICLE 71. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article Vill, Section VIII, subsection C of the General By-laws 
by adding the following paragraph to subsection 2 thereof 

"e. Planning Board Associate Member. To assist in carrying out its duties as a Special Permit Granting Authority, 
there shall be one associate member of the Planning Board, appointed by the Town Manager under authority of Chap- 
ter 40A, section 9, as amended from time to time. The associate member Shall sit on the Planning Board for the pur- 
poses of acting at special permit application hearings in case of absence, inability to act, or conflict of interest on the 
part of any member of the Planning Board, or in the event of a vacancy on the Board.” 

ARTICLE 72. To see if the Town will vote to amend the General By-laws, by adding the following section concern- 
ing chimney safety 

“All new chimneys, and all chimneys being repaired or replaced, must install at the top of the chimney a cap or 
Screening or some other similar device to keep animals out of the chimney, or take any other action related thereto.” 

ARTICLE 73. To see if the Town will vote to amend the General By-laws, by adding the following section concern- 
ing the vaccination of cats against rabies: 

“Whoever is the owner or keeper of a cat in the Town six months of age or older shall cause such cat to be vacci- 
nated against rabies by a licensed veterinarian using a licensed vaccine according to the manufacturer's directions, 
and shall cause such cat to be revaccinated at intervals recommended by the manufacturer, or take any other action 
related thereto." 

ARTICLE 74. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XII, Section 11, paragraph (a), Definitions: Restraint, of 
the General By-law by inserting after "shall have the dog under control": 

So that the dog does not approach other dogs or people, dogs must not chase wildlife and most come immediately 
upon command regardless of distraction and must remain close enough to the owner that it can be controlled. Voice 
and sight control is a privilege and if the dog is not absolutely reliably under voice control then the dog must be under 
control 

"by holding it firmly on a leash no greater than six (6) feet in length."

Police say a man with a gun who 

attempted to rob the Movies and More 
Vkleo store in Shawsheen Plaza Satur- 
day night was a college student desper- 
ate for money who committed an irra- 
tional act, not a career felon.

walked around like he was looking for a 
movie. He was wearing a purple sweat. 
shirt with the hood pulled over his head 
and white or gray gloves, He then went 
to the counter and asked the clerk, Faye 
Moyer, 24, if he could rent a movie, Ms,

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Appraisers looks at a home’s hidden faces 


You've signed the contract for the 
house you and your family have been 
dreaming about. But before the loan 
approval and closing, a real estate 
appraiser is brought in to estimate 
the fair market value of the house 
you are purchasing, 


With more than a little anxiety, 
you wonder exactly what the apprais- 
er will be looking at when inspecting 
the property and whose interests will 
be served. 


First, a professional real estate 
appraiser has one primary goal — the 
determination of a numerical result 
which is objective and unrelated to 
the desires, wishes, or needs of the 
client who engages the appraiser to 
perform the work, 


Second, appraising is the act of or 
process of estimating value at any 
given time. 


So, what are some of the things the 
appraiser will look for when inspect- 
ing the house you are buying? 


According to the American Society 
of Appraisers, real estate appraisers 
look for those sometimes hidden faces 
or characteristics that tell a story 
about the house they are appraising. 


Appraisers look for things like 
stains on the ceiling that suggest a 
possible roof leak. Doors that swing 
open or close by themselves suggest 
other structural problems. Rotting 
wood around windows indicates 
waterproofing materials have broken 
down and need replacement. 


A real estate appraiser knows that 
an exterior inspection is just as 
important as the interior inspection, 
In areas where soil is known to con- 
tain deposits of clay, experienced 
appraisers look for tell-tale signs of 
settlement that often surfaces in 
cracks along the foundation or cracks 
between bricks.

To remain a small town or not: 


that’s the question

For many the quality of life in a 
New England town is directly related 
to the density of its population, 

What limits growth? 

“The town of Andover could grow 
to about 388,000 when it is all built- 
out,” said Steve Colyer, planning 
director. That means, given the cur- 
rent rules about zoning, septic system 
regulations and wetland setbacks the 
town could grow by about 8,000 resi- 
dents in the future. 

Just how does a town restrain 
growth? 


Andover purchases 
land for open space 

“We want to work hard to keep 
Andover the open town it was 30 
years,” said Bob Pustell, the chair- 
man of the Andover Conservation 
Commission. 

The population was about 18,000, 
a quarter century ago, when a dozen 
small family farms were under the 
plow preserving vast tracts of West 
Andover and preventing develop- 
ment. There was even a working

san 
apple orchard south of Phillips 
Academy on the west side of Main 
Street. 

Now these farms, the choice wide 
flat areas, are and have been planted 
with homes and cul-de-sacs. Less 
than a handful remain, the 
Dargoonian farm, Sarkisian farm and 
Strawberry Hill Farm on Lowell 
Street, 

The cons comm has been grabbing 
up mainly bogey and bosky dells for 


35 years, 


Two years ago Town Meeting voted 
to give the Conservation Commission. 
a legal body of the town, another $1 
million to purchase land parcels and 
set them aside forever as open space. 
In all the town has preserved forever 
as open space town property more 
than 1,600 acres. 

Mr. Pustell has been acquiring 
what he calls “marginal land at bar- 
gain prices and has about $780,000 
left, a spongy figure,” he said, 

He is always actively seeking land 
in watershed areas, property border- 
ing the Shawsheen and Merrimack 
rivers, parcels that will bridge exist- 
ing open space and land in densely 
populated neighborhoods in town. 


More open space: 
AVIS lands and others 

“Its a comfortable feeling to know 
that you stand on your own ground,” 
said Anthony Trollope many years 
ago. Andover townspeople understand 
this. 

In all, 28 percent of Andover’s 
31.99 square miles is locked up in 
perpetuity. Some is owned by the 


town as the result of cons com pur- 
chases. Other small parcels are given 
to the town by developers as they 
build cul de sac subdivisions and are 
required to set aside land as open 
space. 

Andover Village Improvement 
Association, a private conservation 
group owns more than 1,100 acres. 
AVIS has acquired land through gift, 
purpose and lease. 

Then up on Andover Hill, the site 
of an ancient worndown mountain 
range, not unlike the Rockies when 
they were young, half a thousand 
acres are owned by Phillips Academy, 
including the 90-acre Moncrieff 
Cochran Bird Sanctuary. 

Watershed land is not buildable, If 
the Massachusetts River Protection 
Act passes soon, riverfront lands will 
have substantial setbacks and may 
become greenways. 

Almost one thousand acres is 
owned by Harold Parker State 
Forest, available for active recreation 
and the private Trustees of 
Reservations hold the spectacular

Holt Hill land shard by this town 
and its neighbor, North Andover. 

Several cemeteries in town take 
land out of the development ledger in 
addition to schools and playing 
fields. 


Change zoning 

Zoning, the availability of land 
and the economic climate determine 
the growth of Andover, said Mr. 
Colyer. 

Andover currently has three types 
of residential zoning: Single 
Residence A: 15,000 square feet: 
SRB: 30,000 square feet and SRC: 
one-acre zoning, whereas neighbor- 
ing Boxford zoning allows plots many 
times larger, 

But It is unlikely zoning will 
change in town, he said. 


Demand a surcharge 
on sale of property 

Nantucket and Martha’s Vineyard 
do this, said Mr. Pustell. These two 
island towns which comprise Dukes 
County petitioned the Great and 
General Court for such a bounty to 
use for the purchase of open space. 

The two percent transfer tax on 
most real estate transactions is used 
by the Nantucket Islands Land 
Bank, a public agency to purchase 
properties valued at $33 million 
since its creation in 1983. With the 
holdings of the Land Bank and pri- 
vate land trusts, 40 percent of 
Nantucket is permanently off the 
real estate market. 


It will not happen here says Mr, 
Pustell. When the state legislature 
was swamped with similar requests 
from many communities and pres- 
sure from the business interests, it 
buried a state bill in committee 
where it died, he said. 


Land is not created, not in this 
part of the non-rift, non-voleanic slice 
of the world. So, it seems the most 
efficient way to limit growth and con- 
currently preserves the semi-rural 
nature of Andover, if that is the will 
of the townspeople, is to fund the 
increased purchase of open space and 
encourage those for whom the 
preservation of the environment is a 
goal to donate their holdings to one 
of the several private conservation 
groups in Andover.

Can North Andover control its growth 
and protect its historic character?

“A close association with natural 
beauty was one of the necessary ele- 
ments of human life. For the human 
spirit, nature provides the psychologi- 
cal balm available nowhere else,” said 
Francis Law Olmstead. He was one of 
America’s first planners of recreation-

They began the conservation 
movement in North Andover with the 
purchase of small pieces of land in 
the last century. The parcels eventu- 
ally went to the town or to other pri- 
vate conservation groups.

Purchase of Osgood Hill 
protected 150 acres 

And his words might have echoed 
in the ears of the voters at Town 
Meeting last spring when they voted 
to approve the million dollar pur- 
chase of more than 150 acres of land 
commonly known as Osgood Hill. 

Last fall, when North Andover, 
purchased the land and mansion 
built in 1886 by Moses Tyler Stevens, 
member of the family who owned 
Stevens woolen mills, the town set 
aside as open space forever the land 
that would have been chopped into 
more than 70 houselots and devel- 
oped by a local resident.

“Town Meeting said it would be 
kept as open space for town purpos- 
es,” said Martha Larson, chairman of 
the Osgood Hill preservation group, 
chairman of the search committee to 
find a new town manager and former 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 

Unlike Andover, North Andover 


does not have a planned land-buying 
program as a function of the 
Conservation Commission which 
holds the land for the town. In con- 
trast, the town of North Andover 
buys large parcels on an ad hoc basis, 
often one step ahead of a builder. The 
main example is Osgood Hill. 

In all, approximately 25 percent of 
the 27.85 square miles in North 
Andover is preserved open space, said 
Kathleen Colwell, North Andover 
town planner. This is similar to 
Andover’s preserved space, 


Threats to open space 
and the town watershed 

“Osgood Hill taught us a lesson 
that we can’t take development for 
granted,” said Ms. Larson. 

She worries about the threats to 
the water supply and the density of 
home-building around the lake if 
Rolling Ridge Conference Center on 
Great Pond Road were to be devel- 
oped, To date, the former Ethan Allen 
and later Tyson mansion, now owned 
by the New England Conference of 
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United Methodist Church, comprises 
38 acres and an island in the lake, 

Ms. Larson hopes the Rolling 
Ridge leaders will offer the land to 
the town first when they are ready to 
sell. 

Other areas of environmental con- 
cern because they border directly on 
the water supply are Brooks School 
and North Andover Country Club. 


But North Andover lost the Oppor- 
tunity to purchase the 60 plus acre 
Campion Hall holdings for $500,000. 
When the town said “no, too much 
money,” many large home were built 
with individual septic systems close 
to the water supply, said Ms. Larson. 

Also there are still 50- and 100- 
acre chunks of land in private hands 
next to the Osgood Hill parcel that 
border the watershed. 

But the town did acquire the sub- 
stantial Leland parcel in the water- 
shed zone in the swampy land 
between Great Pond Road and Dale 
Street and a 100-acre town farm on

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Can Boxford put the brakes 


By Alix Driscoll 

“The land is man’s safe dwelling on 
arth,” said Samuel Goodrich at the 
time of Boxford’s early days. Many 
Boxford residents value the security 
living in the country gives them. 

If it is all built out, Boxford, a 
rural town with about 6,800 residents 
could expand to 12,000 to 14,000 in 
the years to come, said Judy Gore, 
186 Main St., chairman of the 
Boxford open space committee and 
member of the rapid growth commit- 
tee, both ad hoc town committecs 
Her husband, Robert, is a member of 
the planning board, 

And this concerns her and many 
other residents of Boxford, this town 
with 24.6 square miles. 

“My goals are preserving open 
space and preserving the way the 
town looks, keeping it rural” said Ms. 
Gore. “Boxford is vulnerable.” 

She said she definitely doesn’t 
want her town to become a suburb. 
Many agree with her. 

In fact, when the planning board 
held a meeting three weeks ago to 
hear from residents about a proposed 
shopping mall on Topsfield Road, at 
least 3850 naysayers turned up, said 
Ms. Gore. 

Many worry about how fast the 
town is growing. The evidence is the 
present need to add 18 elementary- 
school classrooms, 

And a recent $50,000 study of the 
quality of pond water showed that 
several are in pretty bad shape, prob- 
ably due to septic systems, said Ms. 
Gore, 

“Boxford has wonderful horse, hik- 
ing and cross-country trails. These 
are really important,” said Ms. Gore. 
Some new developments won't let 
farm animals walk across the land; 
she fears the loss of that kind of rural 
character, 

Zoning helps keep the town small 

For many years, Boxford has had 
two-acre zoning with 250’ frontage

and six-acre zoning with 50° frontage. 
The rules demand a one-acre contigu- 
ous piece of upland buildable land on 
a two-acre parcel. 

There are only septic systems and 
wells. The town does not allow the 
shared septic systems that are per- 
mitted under the new Title Five state 
regulations due to go into effect at 
the end of March, These shared or 
“package” systems could have allowed 
greater building density 
Boxford protects 
farms and forests 

Boxford uses a financial tool that 
Is Not used in neighboring Andover 
and North Andover, An agricultural 
preservation restriction preserves the 
development rights of a farm through 
state underwriting, Currently 1,500 
acres, including the Stan Morss’ 
strawberry farm in West Boxford, 
have APR restrictions. These permit 
family farmers to work the land per- 
manently under a state protection 
program, 

Rural Boxford also encourages 
working farms to remain viable 
under the 61A provision that taxes 
them at a lower rate than devel- 
opable parcels. This is not perma- 
nent. Ingaldsby and Nasons’ farms 
have 61A tax rates, 


Private trusts help the town 

The private Land Trust in Boxford 
owns almost 100 acres of conserva- 
tion restrictions and land parcels out- 
right. The Essex County Greenbelt 
Association control significant acres. 


What to do 

According to Ms. Gore the town 
must actively seek out farmers to 
make arrangements for the state to 
purchase the development rights to 
farms, rather than allow them to be 
carved into house lots. Baldpate 
became 70 homes, 

“Lots of our open land may not be 
fields, but woods,” she said. 


Judy Gore said she definitely 
doesn’t want her town (Boxford) to 


ecome a suburb, Many agree with 


her. 
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The Village Store in West Boxford center is a small-town business where one can grab a sand- 
wich, rent a movie and pick up mail at the adjoining post office. 


At least 2,000 acres are preserved 
by Wildcat State Forest and the 852 
acres in Harold Parker State Forest, 
she adds. 

She urges Boxford to seek more 
cooperative arrangements with state 
forest officials to purchase vast tracts 
that abut state forests, The purchase 
of the Cleveland Farm is an example 
of what can be done. For a cost of 
$170,000 by Boxford and $800,000 by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the 180-acre Cleveland Farm, a geo- 
logical encyclopedia, on Rowley Road 
was acquired. It abuts and comple- 
ments the Willowdale State Farm in 
Topsfield. 

Zoning might help 
Ms. Gore said there is talk about 


increasing the requirement of one- 
acre of upland land to one and one- 
half acres, 

There is discussion in town about 
increasing the size of lots but some 
townspeople are afraid of the state 
snob zoning edicts, 

April town forum 
will gather visions 

On April 29, the town is holding a 
forum to gather information about 
what the Boxford townspeople consid- 
er worth saving about the rural char- 
acter of the town, and strategies to do 
SO. 

It is possible that the shopping 
mall in the east part of town could 
still come up at the May Town 
Meeting.

Nobody can predict or stop sense- 
less criminal violence. 

Fortunately, most crimes are plot- 
ted out by criminals, and if you learn 
how they think, you can take success- 
ful defensive action and avoid becom- 
ing their victim. 

To find out how to defend them- 
selves and make themselves and 
their loved ones less-tempting victims 
of the “bad guys,” many Americans 
are turning to clear, concise, plain- 
spoken training manuals available by 
mail. 

A best seller among them is the 64- 
page Crime Prevention Training 
Manual (Motivational Marketing, 
Inc., $7.95) by former Airborne 
Ranger, Bob Bimston of Boca Raton, 
Fla. More than 40,000 copies per 
month are being sold. 

“An alarm alerts you during a 
crime, the police help you after a 
crime, but this information helps you 
before the crime,” says Bimston. 

The manual is packed with step- 
by-step instructions to keep bad guys

Law enforcement agencies and pri- 
vate security consultants from

Beating the bad guys 

Here are 10 tips from Bimston’s 
book for a new breed of anti-victims: 

1. You are followed by a car on 
your way home. You turn into your 
street and so does the other car. Do 
not pull into your drive or garage. 
Drive to the nearest police station, or 
call the police on your car phone. Let 
them tell you what to do. 

2. Don’t use decals on windows and 
doors that say “Alarm” or “Attack 
Dogs” if they aren’t true. They might 
deter a child but not a pro. 

3. Radios and TVs playing on 
timers inside your house are good 
night and day, 

4. Neighbors are an excellent line 
of defense. You look out for them, 
they'll look out for you. 

5. Organize a neighborhood watch. 

6. Every home ought to have a 
“safe room.” Here’s what’s required: 
a cellular phone and a strong, solid 
door with a dead bolt. If an intruder 
gets into your home, he or she may 
get a few items, but not you. 

7. Alarms that signal break-ins are 
seldom necessary or effective, and 
neighbors rarely pay attention to 
them.

Less expensive security sys- 
tems work better. 


8. Carry your wallet in front pants 
pocket, not back pocket or inside 
jacket pocket.
